H Erewith you will receive a Cervus volans or two, 
which I take to be different from thofe defcribed 
by Moufet in his Theat. infect, p. 148, 149. thefe are 
plentifully found about Celchefter> especially towards the 
Sea-Coaft. Befides thefe I have happened upon divers 
forts of Scarabs, which l cannot find figured in your cu¬ 
rious falulce Muta in the Appendix Hift. Animal. Angl. 
as the Moufet . p. 152. a Species or two of Can- 

tharides , three or four forts of Lad) Bugs , and others,* 
which, although of moft of them I have at prefent but 
fingle Specimens , yet if you defire the fight of them to 
defign and fill up the Vacancies of your Plates with, 
they fhall be lent up to you. Lift Summer being on 
our Sea-Coaft at Harwich , - I obferveJ no lefs than five or 
fix Species of Cochlea Marina two of which I have fince 
found to be already noted by you in your excellent Hift. 
Cmchyl. as of Englifti Production, viz. Sell. y. ». 19. 
and 43. A third I have which is by you figured, viz. 
*. 13. but is not marked as found in England. The fourth 
agrees with your n. 8. in Figure, but having no Name, I 
cannot be pofitive, l therefore defire your Name of it: 
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This I did fee taken out of the Sea by the Fifihermen, 
among Sea*Weeds, and is foJitary. The other two ("if 
they are diftinT) I have herewith tent you, defiring 
your Opinion. Among other things which the 
Fifhermen brought up, there were divers of thoje 
Marine Animals, which by Dr, Molyneux , Philof 
Tranf. ». 225. are taken for nondefcrtpts, and refer’dee- 
the Claffis of Scolopendra Marin#, thefe our Fifhermen 
call, Sea-Mice, and are defcribed by Rondeletius, and by 
Mcufet ., and j fohnjon, figur’d under the Title of Phyfalus, 
but badly. I had like to have forgot obferving to you, 
that the Female Cervtus Volans is pretty well reprefented 
by Moufet, in his firft table at the end of his Book, but 
without a Name, I have fent you one of them alfo, 
which was found in Coitu with the Male Elle very diffe¬ 
rent. I fhould be glad to fee your Journal to Paris, or 
any of thefe petrified Shells you found there, if you can 
(pare them.
